The persecution of the Oregon Senator by Heney 
was one of the many outrageous outbreaks of that 
exceedingly unfair and abnormal person. We are 
glad the President has done an act of common jus- 
tice by placing the stamp of his approval on Sen- 
ator Fulton of Oregon, and hope the example thus 
set of giving the San Francisco persecutor a slap 
in the face will be followed often and by many until

REATER BUSINESS LOS ANGELES. 


Whether or not we succeed in forming a 
greater political Los Angeles under the borough 
system, or any other, natural laws are taking care 
that we have a greater business Los Angeles, and 
one growing greater every day. In estimating the 
population of the city the municipal boundaries are 
properly taken to set the limits; but business defies 


geographical boundaries and follows the line of 


resistance, no matter where it leads. 
The city numbers considerably over 300,000 pop- 
ulation today. In spite of slow times for the last 
eighteen months there have been added to the mv- 
nicipal population about 30,000 new people. That 
is, inside of the city limits. Go in what direction 
you will inside of these boundaries, you are amazed 


to sec the rapidity with which the vacant lots are

If withdrawn from the banks it will reduce the 
working capital of the country. 
The tariff experts have prepared for Congressional 
use and for the information of the public an esti- 
mate of the revenue-producing capacity of the Payne 
bill compared with the actual results of the Dingley 
law for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1906. Fol- 
jowing the various schedules, few radical changes 
in the percentages of ad valorem duties are found. 
In some schedules there is an increase in the per- 
centage of the tariff. In seven schedules there will 
be less revenue under the Payne bill, and in eight, 
more. The total reduction expected will be about 
$5,000,000, and the total increase $16,757,222. The 
internal tax on inheritances is expected to produce 
$20,000,000, and cigarettes $1,500,000. The net in- 
crease is put at $33,166,748. It is estimated that 
the revenue will amount to $326,724,732 for the next 
fiscal year. For the compared year ended June 30, 
1906, the actual revenue was $293,557,989.
